GOD’S  PEOPLE.

«  For  the  Lord  lakath  pleasure  In  hie  people.”— DeTi» 

On  reading  this  passage,  the  first  question  that 
seems  to  present  itself,  is,  who  are  the  people  of 
God  ?  Sometimes  a  nation  may  be  bis  people  tn 
a  peculiai  sense.  Thus,  Petei  says,  “Biityeare 
a  chosen  ge'ieration,  a  royal  priesthood,  a  holy 
nation,  a  peculiar  people,  that  ye  should  shew 
forth  the  praises  of  him  who  hath  called  you  out 
of  darkness  into  his  marvellous  ligut;  which  in 
time  past  were  not  a  people,  but  are  now  th^  peo¬ 
ple  of  God,  which  had  not  obtained  merejr,  but 
now  have  obtained  mercy.” — First  Epi^tle  ii :  9, 
]0.  It  is  always  admitted,  that  the  righteous  are 
the  people  of  God ;  and  so  they  are,  in  the  highest 
sense  of  the  word.  But  then,  it  can  be  easily 
proved  that  all  mankind  belong  to  the  Creator. 
Indeed,  man  can  not  dissolve  the  connection  by 
any  set  of  his  own,  if  he  would.  Wickedness 
may  alienate  the  mind  from  God,  but  it  can  not 
destroy  the  relationship.  This  endures  under  all 
circumstances,  and  throughout  all  time.  There 
is  one  remarkable  lad  that  everywhere  presents 
itself  in  the  Scriptures.  It  is,  that  man  is  stilt  a 
child  of  God  even  in  llic  most  sinlul  stale  ;  “  Hear, 
O  heavens,  and  give  car,  O  earth  :  for  the  Lord 
hnth  spoken,  I  have  nourished  and  brought  up 
cbildrcti.  and  they  have  rcLellcd  ogainst  me.  The 
ox  knoweth  his  owner,  and  the  ass  Ws  meter’s 
crib  :  but  Israel  doth  not  know,  my  people  doth  not 
consider.” — Isaiah  i :  2,  3.  “For  my  people 
have  committed  two  evils :  they  have  foisaken 
me,  the  fountain  of  living  waters,  and  hewn  out  to 
themselves  cisterns,  broken  cisterns,  that  can  hold 
DO  water.” — Jer.  ii :  13.  But  we  need  not  mul¬ 
tiply  passages  to  prove  this  point. 

God  fakes  pleasure  in  man  as  a  moral  being. — 
He  has  formed  him  in  his  own  image.  As  pa¬ 
rents  love  to  see  their  image  in  their  children,  so 
God  loves  to  see  Ids  perfections  manifested  in 
mankind.  Tins  image  may  be  defaced  by  sin, 
but  it  can  not  he  lost  forever.  This  whole  subject 
is  well  illustrated  by  the  parable  of  the  Lost  Pieec 
of  Silver.  Though  lost,  it  still  rctaiited  its  origi¬ 
nal  value.  And  as  the  woman  searched  until  if 
was  found,  so  will  God  search  for  the  sinner,  till 
he  is  brouglit  into  a  reconciled  slate.  Such  is  his 
purpose  and  his  pleasure : — “  Having  mode  known 
unto  us  the  mystery  of  his  will,  according  to  his 
good  pleasure  winch  he  hath  purposed  in  Idmseif, 
that  in  the  dispensadon  of  the  fulness  of  times  he 
miglit  gather  logeiher  in  one  all  things  in  Clirisi. 
both  whieb  arc  in  heaven  and  which  are  in  earth, 
even  in  him.” — fciph.  i:  9.  10.  , 

God  takeih  pleasure  in  reconciling  the  world 
unto  himself.  It  is  hi«  own  work — a  work  which 
he  will  not  give  up.  till  it  is  entirely  aeeomplished. 
It  is  worthy  of  a  Gixl.  A  partial  reconciliation 
would  derogate  from  his  character.  The  same 
power,  wisdom,  and  goodness  that  were  displayed 
in  creation,  are  now  employed  in  the  still  higher 
Work  of  redem|)iion.  But  we  find  ourselves  en¬ 
tering  on  a  Iheiwe  bountUess  as  the  presence  of  God. 
We  have  the  iuclinjiiion,  but  neither  the  lime  nor 
t!»e  ability  to  go  into  the  glories  anti  depths  of  the 
Subject.  “  The  soul,”  says  Adilison,  “consitlered 
inrclaiioo  to  its  Creator,  is  likeoneof  those  mallic- 
matical  lines  that  may  draw  nearer  to  another  for 
all  eternity,  without  a  possibility  of  touching  it 
and  can  there  be  a  thought  so  trans|)orling  ns  to 
coGtider  ourselves  in  these  per|>etunl  approaches 
U>  Mm  who  is  mu  oiily  the  standard  of  perf*otioa, 
bpl  uf  happiness.

BT  TBS  AUTHOR  OF  ''NOTES  OS  SACRED.  SUBJECTS.” 

In  our  perusals  of  the  discourses  and  conversa¬ 
tions  of  their  Master,  which  the  historians  of  Je¬ 
sus  have  rccoidcd,  we  have  not  unfrcqueotly  been 
I  persuaded  that  the  above-named  lesson  is  that 
I  w’hich  the  Heaven-sent  Teacher  would  wish  to 
inculcate  and  enforce.  Whenever  we  find  him 
I  proclaiming,  “  He  that  hath  ears  to  car,  let  him 
j  hear,”  we  are  convinced,  satisfactorily  enough  for 
ourselves,  that  his  meaning  is,  “Do  the  laltor  of 
candidly  interpreting  these,  my  sayings,  for  your- 
;  selves;  lortk  not  to  nte  to  do  that  labor  for  you  ; 
j  if  ye  will,  and  are  in  earnest  to  find  my  meaning, 
j  ye  have  faculties  sufficient  to  the  task.”  We  feel 
I  much  inclined  to  the  opinion,  that  Jesus  spake  in 
I  parables,  with  the  frequency  denoted  by  saying 
I  that  “without  a  parable  he  spake  not,”  partly  that 

i  he  might  supply  liis  bearers  with  a  stimulus  tn 
j|  think  for  themselves.  Those  who  would  not  lake 
Ijlhis  trouble,  he  does  not  seem  to  have  thought 

ii  worthy  of  being  rescued  from  the  evils  which  fol- 
low’  such  indiff'ereitce  to  learn  and  know,  or  such 

|:  indolence  of  tiie  mental  capacities.  He  leaves 
them  to  their  fate — seeing,  yet  not  seeing;  hear- 
|;  ing,  yet  net  understanding.  But  to  confine  our- 

i  selves  to  a  single  instance  :  It  will  be  remember- 
1  ed  that  after  Johe  the  Baptist  had  been  incarcerat- 
;  od  by  Herod,  his  disciples  visited  him  in  prison, 
|;  and  re|K)rted  to  him  the  miraculous  works  which 

I  Jesus  was  eoniiiiuing  to  perform.  Whether  these 
[i  works  established  the  Messiahshipof  Jesus,  was  a 
|i  question  wliich,  doubtless,  oft  occurred  to  John’s 
!  disciples,  if  not  to  the  mind  of  John  himself.  It 
\  was  probably  more  for  the  satisfaction  of  his  dis- 
j  ciples,  than  of  himself,  that  John  devised  the  plan 
;  of  sending  some  of  his  disciples  to  Jesus  with  the 
j  question,  “Art  thou  He  that  is  to  come,  or  may  we 
|l  expect  another.”  The  Baptist  or  his  disci|)les, 

ii  doubtless  expected  an  explicit  and  satisfactory  an- 
j;  sw’er  to  their  question.  But  Jesus  did  not  see  fit 
ii  to  do  the  work  of  judging  for  them.  He  gave  them 
I  no  o();r,ion  ;  but  he  pointed  them  to  the*  data  from 
||  whicli  they  might  form  their  own  opinion,  and 
I  come  to  a  conclusion  for  themselves,  without  dc- 
I!  penilence  on  Iris  or  any  man’s  judgment.  He 
j  gave  no  opinion ;  but  in  the  presence  of  those  who 
•  had  come  to  be  resolved  of  their  question,  he  gave 
^  a  specimen  of  his  miraculous  pow  ers  :  “  he  cured 
ji  many  of  sickHess,  and  torments,  and  demons,  and 
j;  kindly  g.nve  sight  to  many  blind  people.”  If  they 
||  couhl  not,  from  such  premises,  come  to  a  re.solu- 
1.  lion  of  lire  question  for  themselves,  we  may  pre- 
j  sume  from  the  manner  of  Jesus,  that  he  thought  It 
I  of  little  consequence  that  th»*y  should  hold  an 
'l  opinion  upon  any  other  foundation. 

j  Our  own  experience,  as  well  as  oar  observation, 
leaches  us  ilial  we  arc  too  ready  to  lean  upon  the 
jiidgmeril  of  others.  Wc  are  too  indolent  to  take 
I;  the  trouble  of  making  researches  for  ourselves,  and 
I  from  well-asccriained  data,  to  draw  the  legitimate 
Ij  infcreiiee.s  for  ourselves.  We  wish  it  were  othcr- 
!  wise.  Wc  w  ish  we  could  he  persuaded  to  over- 
l|  come  onr  naturrd  indisposition  to  intellectual  labor; 
1'  for  vve  are  assured  that  among  the  happy  results 
(‘of  such  a  victory,  it  wt»uld  not  be  trie  smallest, 
j  that  mankind  would  no  longer  submit  to  havellieir 
I'  (qiinions  dictated  to  liiern  by  demag.rgueor  tyrant, 
j'  by  domineering  priests,  or  a  fashionable  oli- 
Ij  garrdiy.  We  should  more  frequently  be  delight- 
I  ed,  as  well  os  instriicied,  by  a  display  ol'  the 
m.nrdiood — wc  may  say,  llie  divinity  of  mind. 

!  When  we  meet  w  ith  one  hartly  eiiougn  to  judge 
’for  himself,  and  raring  little  whether  his  coijcIm- 


I  sioDS  agree  with  or  differ  from  those  of  other  meo, 
he  irresistibly  becometh  an  immense  favorite. 

!  For  this  reason,  the  hero,  if  we  may  so  call  him, 

I  of  the  ninth  chapter  of  John’s  Gospel,  is  an  espe- 
I  cial  favorite.  We  delight  to  read  fais  story.  It  is 
I  aiwmating,  it  U  spirit-stirring.  The  leading  men 
I  among  the  Jews,  thought  to  quash  all  belief  in  the 
I  Messiahship  of  Jesus,  by  the  question,  “  Have 
i  any  of  the  Pharisees  believed  in  him  T”  With 
j  such  a  men  as  the  blind  man,  whose  story  we  love 
I  to  dwell  upon,  such  a  question  would  prevail  but 
j  little.  We  recommend  this  ninth  of  John  to  our 
I  readers’  notice,  knowing  that  the  fearless  and  self- 
j  confiding  deportment  of  the  blind  liero  of  the  story, 
j  will  recommend  itself  to  every  man’sjudgment — 

I  we  would  be  delighted  that  many  should  becorr.e 
I  the  imitators  of  his  spirit  and  conduct.  Oh  for  a 
race  of  sturdy,  manly,  scrutinizing,  common-sense 
inquirers!
